WASHINGTON | Tens of thousands of resi- 
dents were likely to be without electricity 
Thursday, two days after powerful storms 
swept through the area. 

Pepco, which provides power for 
the District of Columbia and many of 
Washington’s Maryland suburbs, said it 
hoped to restore service to all its custom- 
ers by Thursday, but warned it could take 
until Friday evening to restore all power. 


About 75,000 Pepco customers were still 
without power Wednesday evening, as another 
powerful storm tore through the region. 

The hardest hit area was Montgomery 
County, Md., where 56,000 customers were 
in the dark. Prince George’s County, Md., 
had 16,000 customers without power and 
Washington, D.C., had 8,000. (ap)

Watchdog group buys 
information on Tenet, 
Ashcroft to spotlight risks 

WAS H I N GTO N I Almost everything is for sale 
on the Internet — even the Social Security 
numbers of top government officials like 
CIA Director George Tenet and Attorney 
General John Ashcroft, consumer advocates 
warned Wednesday. 

The California-based Foundation for 
Taxpayer and Consumer Rights said for 
$26 each it was able to purchase the Social 
Security numbers and home addresses for 
Tenet, Ashcroft and other administration 
officials, including Karl 
Rove, the president’s chief 
political adviser. 

That illustrates the 
need for stronger protec- 
tions of personal informa- 
tion, the group said. 

Specifically, the foun- 
dation is concerned about 
House legislation that would amend the Fair 
Credit Reporting Act, aiming to prevent iden- 
tity theft and improve consumer records. 

While backing the overall goals of the bill, 
the group’s executive director objected to a 
portion of it that would continue a current 
pre-emption of tougher state privacy laws. 

Beth Givens, director of Privacy Rights 
Clearinghouse , said there are at least a dozen 
sites that provide private data. 

“If you’re willing to spend a little money, 
you can get this type of information very eas- 
ily on the Internet.” Jennifer c. kerr (ap)

Letter says federal 
wage hike may hurt 
war on terrorism 

CRAWFORD, TEXAS | Giving civilian 
federal workers a pay raise of more 
than 2 percent next year would 
jeopardize the war on terrorism, 
President Bush said Wednesday. 

In a letter to congressional lead- 
ers, Bush reiterated his support 
for giving the nation’s 1.8 million 
federal workers the 2 percent raise 
he outlined in his 2004 budget 
proposal. 

A House appropriations sub- 
committee has included a 4.1 
percent raise in its version of the 
legislation. Military pay is not 
affected. 

Bush announced he was using 
his authority to change workers’ 
pay structure in times of “nation- 
al emergency or serious economic 
conditions.” (ap)

ERA Allows New Pollution Exemptions 


WASHINGTON | The Bush administra- 
tion on Wednesday exempted thou- 
sands of older power plants, refineries 
and factories from having to install 
costly clean air controls when they 
modernize with new equipment that 
improves efficiency but increases pol- 
lution. 

In a major new revision to its air 


pollution rules, the Environmental 
Protection Agency will allow up to 
20 percent of the costs of replac- 
ing each plant’s production system 
to be considered “routine mainte- 
nance” that doesn’t require costly 
antipollution controls, according to 
agency documents obtained by The 
Associated Press. 


The new rule represents a shift 
away from a long-problematic 1971 
maintenance standard. 

Until now, operators have been 
required to add more pollution- 
cutting devices if they do anything 
more than “routine maintenance” 
on a plant that causes emissions to 
increase significantly. JOHN heilprin (ap)

MONTGOMERY, ALA. | A 2 34-ton 
granite monument of the Ten 
Commandments that became a 
lightning rod in a legal storm over 
church and state was wheeled 
from the rotunda of the Alabama 
Supreme Court building Wednesday 
as protesters knelt, prayed and 
chanted, “Put it back!” 

Suspended Alabama Chief 
Justice Roy Moore, who installed 
the engraved set of tablets two years 
ago and risked his career to keep it 
there after a federal judge ordered 
it removed, said he would take his 
fight to the U.S. Supreme Court. 

To the dismay of scores of sup- 
porters who had held a weeklong 
vigil outside the front doors, the

5,280 -pound monument was jacked 
up by a work crew and taken away 
with a hydraulic hand truck.

Fired Employee 
Kills 6 at Chicago 
Warehouse 

CHICAGO I A man who had been 
fired from an auto parts ware- 
house six months ago returned 
with a gun and killed six employ- 
ees in a rampage through a maze 
of engine blocks before being shot 
to death by police. 

Salvador Tapia died in a gun bat- 
tle with police inside and outside 


the building, hiding behind a con- 
tainer as he fired off rounds from 
his semiautomatic pistol, authori- 
ties said. 

Acting Police Superintendent 
Phil Cline said a police officer shot 
Tapia when the gunman refused an 
order to drop his gun. 

Tapia, 36, lost his job Windy 
City Core Supply about six months 
ago for causing trouble at work 
and frequently showing up 
late or not at all, Cline said.

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NASA Boss Vows 
Culture Change 


O’Keefe promises 
safety overhaul after 
eritical shuttle report 

WASHINGTON | NASA’s boss prom- 
ised Wednesday to change the taint- 
ed space agency culture that led to 
the destruction of Columbia and the 
deaths of seven astronauts, assuring 
accident investigators and the rest of 
the world: “We get it.” 

Administrator Sean O’Keefe also 
accepted responsibility for the flight 
schedule pressure that the investi- 
gation board said may well have 
prompted space shuttle managers 
to bypass safety before — and espe- 
cially during — Columbia’s doomed 
flight. 

O’Keefe said that NASA will 
comply with all 29 recommen- 
dations issued by the Columbia 


Accident Investigation Board on 
Tuesday. At the same time, in 
Huntsville, Ala., Dave King, director 
of the Marshall Space Flight Center 
said employees there failed to realize 
the danger posed by shedding piec- 
es of fuel-tank foam 
insulation and took 
responsibility for the 
technical cause of the 
disaster. He also said 
the manager of the 
external tank proj- 
ect, Jerry Smelser, 
had been removed from his position. 

In their final report, the Columbia 
investigators blamed the Feb. 1 trag- 
edy not only on a chunk of flyaway 
foam but on a deeply rooted NASA 
culture that had engineers relying too 
much on past successes and fearing 
to speak out about safety concerns.

Inmate Sought Vengeance for Children 


Dotson Charged 
in Baylor Slaying 


Insanity defense 
planned for suspect 
in priest killing 

BOSTON I The inmate accused 
of strangling former priest John 
Geoghan in his prison cell appar- 
ently wanted to avenge the children 
Geoghan allegedly molested, the 
suspect’s lawyer said Wednesday. 

Attorney John LaChance said 
he expects to pursue an insanity 
defense for Joseph L. Druce in the 
slaying over the weekend. 


Geoghan, 68, was serving a nine- 
to 10 -year sentence for groping a 
10 -year-old boy. He was accused 
of molesting nearly 
150 boys over three 
decades, and his 
case triggered the 
sex scandal that has 
rocked the Roman 
Druce Catholic Church in 

the United States. 

LaChance, who met with 
Druce in prison for the first time 
Wednesday, said Druce “was upset 
[with] what had happened to all 


those children.” 

“The impression that I got from 
him was that his beef with Geoghan 
was based on his serial mistreat- 
ment of little kids, and that he really 
wanted Geoghan to leave the kids 
alone,” LaChance said. 

Druce, 37, was serving a life sen- 
tence for the 1988 murder of a gay 
man. He is accused of strangling 
Geoghan in his cell Saturday after a 
month of planning. Authorities have 
said that Druce hates homosexuals, 
Jews, blacks and other minorities.

4-Month Silence 


Two countries’ envoys 
talk directly at 
summit in Beijing 

BEIJING I The United States and 
North Korea made their first 
direct contact in four months on 
Wednesday, huddling on the side- 
lines of a summit to work through 
a venomous stalemate over 
Pyongyang’s nuclear program. 

China, South Korea, Japan and 
Russia joined them in formal dis- 
cussions, eager to apply diplomacy 
to East Asia’s most alarming secu- 
rity problem. Later, U.S. Assistant 
Secretary of State James Kelly and 
North Korean Deputy Foreign 
Minister Kim Yong II sat in chairs 
off to the side and conferred. 


The contact between the North 
Korean and American delegations 
ended a diplomatic drought between 
their two nations, whose envoys have 
not met formally since April. 

Tensions and hostilities have 
been escalating since October, 
when Pyongyang acknowledged 
that it restarted a nuclear program 
it had supposedly shut down. The 
United States has demanded that 
North Korea stop the program 
immediately, while the impover- 
ished North has refused to budge 
without security and economic aid 
guarantees. 

U.S. officials say they believe 
North Korea has one or two nucle- 
ar weapons, and experts believe it 
could produce five to six more in a 
few months, audra ang (ap)

BAGHDAD I Two more U.S. soldiers 
were killed in combat Wednesday, 
and the relief agency Oxfam became 
the fourth major international orga- 
nization to pull some or all of its 
foreign staff out of Iraq because of 
the increasing danger. 

A day after the Aug. 19 truck 
bombing of the UN. headquarters, 
the World Bank and International 
Monetary Fund said they were with- 
drawing some foreign staff. 

The two U.S. soldiers killed 
Wednesday died in separate attacks 
in Baghdad and a city to the west, 
the military reported.

First criminal charges 
filed against Ebbers, 
other executives 

OKLAHOMA CITY I Oklahoma pros- 
ecutors Wednesday filed the first 
criminal charges against former 
WorldCom Inc. chief Bernard 
Ebbers, part of a wider complaint 
that also named other one-time 
executives and the bankrupt tele- 
communications company itself, 
now known as MCI. 

The complaint accuses Ebbers, 
the other executives and the com- 
pany of breaking state securities 
laws by giving false information 
to investors in 2000. WorldCom 


collapsed into the nation’s larg- 
est bankruptcy last year amid an 
accounting scandal. 

Oklahoma’s attorney general said 
the WorldCom debacle cost the state 
pension fund $64 million. 

The charges against the former 
executives carry up to 10 years in 
prison and a $10,000 fine. The com- 
pany could face millions in fines. 

Ebbers’s attorney Reid 
Weingarten said he expects Ebbers 
to be exonerated, saying investiga- 
tors have spent more than a year 
digging into WorldCom without 
charging his client. MCI’s general 
counsel said she does not believe the 
charges will affect the bankruptcy 
process, ron jenkins (ap) 


RIAA Anti-Piracy Tactics Revealed 


WASHINGTON! The recording indus- 
try provided its most detailed 
glimpse Wednesday into some of 
the techniques it has employed as 
part of its campaign to cripple music 
piracy over the Internet. 

The disclosures were included in 
court papers fried overnight Tuesday 
against a Brooklyn woman who is 
fighting the industry’s effort to iden- 
tify her for allegedly sharing nearly 
1,000 songs over the Internet. 


The Recording Industry 
Association of America examined 
song files on the woman’s comput- 
er and traced their digital finger- 
prints back to the former Napster 
file- sharing service. The RIAA also 
said by examining so-called “meta- 
data” tags, snippets of information 
embedded in MP3 music files, it 
found evidence that the songs were 
recorded by other people and dis- 
tributed on the Internet, (ap)

On Friday you can hear it, along with its 
Summer Jam competitors from Beyonce and 
Kelly Rowland, at Dream, as they usher in 
the Labor Day- weekend hedonism. 

It’s the ideal place to blow your roll on 
Cristal and to cultivate the gratifying but 
unlikely illusion that Beyonce or Sean was 
trying to catch your eye. 

Friend, they don’t call it Dream for 
nothing. 

But who knows? Divas and DJs both want 
that Summer Jam title. Whoever gets the

Sculptor of Words 


M U S I C I Hipness is as much a stance 
as a birthright; as easy to assume as 
it is to be born to. The Mississippi- 
born Mose Allison has been adopt- 
ing the posture for more than half 
a century. 

Which still isn’t quite enough 
time for this iconoclastic jazz sing- 
er’s attitude to have come to seem 
completely natural. 

There is much art in his affecta- 
tion, though, and once you acquire a 
taste for his eccentric, hornlike but 
always musically respectful vocal 
lines, there’s no going back. 

He’s a songwriter and keyboard- 
ist as well as a famously unusual 
vocalist.

Percussively spitting out conso- 
nants, then bending vowels, Allison 
sculpts words which, unlike those 
of most jazz singers, are largely his 


own, and which straddle themes. 

With lyrics that range in stance 
from the worldly wise to the caba- 
ret cute, his songs tackle subjects 
from mortality (“No Trouble Livin’”) 
to identity (“What’s Your Movie”) 
to destiny (“Ever Since the World 
Ended”). 

He handles each theme with not 
just vocal virtuosity but an astrin- 
gent biting wit as well — and per- 
haps a smidgen more cockeyed 
cool than the man who calls him- 
self a “Middle Class White Boy” 
can handle.

Former Vermont governor Howard 
Dean, who is considering becoming 
thefirst Democratto forgo public 
financing fora presidential campaign, 
will likely raise at least $10.3 million 
this quarter. His campaign manager, 
JOETRIPPI, was online Wednesday. 


Will you forgo federal matching 
funds? Do you believe President 
Bush is beatable if the Democrat 
running against him has to limit his 
spending? 

We haven’t made any decision 
about matching funds right now. 
We intend to stay within the system, 
but we are not closing the door. Part 
of the reason we are not is because 
of the huge advantage the president 
gains by opting out of the system. 
To even imagine opting out of the 
matching system you would have 
to have a campaign with nearly a 
million Americans contributing 
to it. It would be a nice problem 
to have, but even as well as we are 
doing now, we are quite a ways from 
making that decision. 

Are you concerned that Gov. Dean 
might be “peaking” too soon? 

We are 16 percent nationally. 
What I can honestly say to every- 
one is, if you are going to peak at 
16 percent in August or next April 
you aren’t doing enough. 

Dean certainly has strength in the 
industrial and metropolitan parts 
of the country, but does he have 
what it takes to win over rural vot- 
ers in the South and West? 

We have to get broadband 
communication into both poorer 
urban centers and rural areas. 
They are both being left out in a lot 
of the information jobs that should 
be a big boon to rural America. He 
has a real focus on how you help not 
just the industrial states, but rural 
America as well. He understands 
how tough farming is in this day 
and age. People . . . don’t expect him 
to know those issues and when they 
see he does they respond to it.
